But beſides theſe Teſtimonies 
of Chriſtians, this is likewiſe told by An. 
mianus Marcellinus, who was not a Chriſtian, 
in his 23d Bgok.

And 
like wiſe (e) by your Joſepbus: If it was not 
another Theudas, who, as he tells, pretended 
to Miracles, viz; To divide the River 7 — 
by his Command; and give his Followers 
Paſſage through it, on dry Land. He men- 
tions (r) another Impaſtor, who led the Fews 
iato the Wilderneſs; and promiſed them De- 
liverance,\ if they wou d follow him thither: 
whom Feſtur deſtroy d with all his Followers. 
This our Saviour (u) literally forerold ; and 
cautions againſt following theſe 'Falſe Chriſts 
and Falſe Prophene Ito the Deſert. And 
Jeſephus ſays (x), that there were at that 
time (Which was about 57 or 5s years after 
the Nativity of Chriſt) many Enchanters and 
Derriderx, who perſuaded the common Peo- 
ple to follow them into the Deſert, where | 
they promiſed to work Miracles, &c. He 
ſays, that the Country” of udæu was ffor'd 
with fach; ſo —— were they then to find

Brothers () Anus and Auilens, — When 
vers, — * mighty Sucreſſes: But were at laſt 
deſtroy d, and were the occe if ton of the De.

and obtain the Dominion. Pluribus perſuaſio 
inerat, antiquis ſacerdotum literis contineri. 
eo ipſo tempore fore, ut valeſceret oriens, pro- 
fectigue Judæa rerum potirentunrt. 
Theſe Ancient Books of the Prieſts, muſt 
either mean the Holy Scriptures of the Old 
Teſtament, in the hands of the Fewiſh Prieſts, 
and which were known to the Romans 
And, if ſo, it ſhews the Senſe of the Fews 
at that time, and before, that that was the 
time of the Meſſabs coming: Or otherwiſe, 
which is more probable, by theſe Books, were 
meant the Orac/es of the Sibyls, which were 
kept with great Vencration by the Roman 
Prieſts : And which very plainly foretold the

Time. And this rais d fo great an Eupocta- 
tion, and Jenlouſie in the — Govern. 
ment, at that Time; with a watchful Eye, 
particularly e the ewe. The lame Feat 
that Pampey took Feruſalem, one of the'Siby/ 
Oracles made à gicat Noiſe, viz. That Ne. 
ture was about 10 bring forth a King 10 the 
Romans. Which as Suct ontus tells in the Life 
66 did ſo terriſie the Senate, that 
they made a Decree, that none born that year 
ſbou d be Educated, And that thoſe' whſt 
Wives were with Child, did each conctiue 
great hopes, applying the Propheſy to them- 
Kala, — — — cen ſuiſſe, ne 
. quis lo Anno ge enitus educaretur, eos qui 
gravidas uxores haberent, quod ad ſe quiſque 
dem traheret, curaſſe- ne — conſultun 
ad e Ararinm deferretur.
